The suspect was 
located in a room and

Thomas Cahill Township, who is the 
grandson of the victim, is facing numerous 
charges stemming from the incident. Cahill 
was arraigned Tuesday morning in the 34th 
District Court on the following charges: 
assault with intent to murder, torture, arson 
— second degree, larceny in a building and 
stealing/retaining a financial transaction 
device without consent. 

He was charged as a habitual offender, 
second-offense notice. 

A probable cause conference is set for 
Dec. 14 at 34" District Court, with a 
preliminary exam set Dec. 21. 

A female acquaintance has been charged 
with Accessory After the Fact to a Felony, 
but she was yet to be arraigned as the 
Independent went to press.

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Mayor appoints Randy Priest to fill 
Fitch’s seat on Planning Commission

James Fitch, a 50-year resident of the city 
of Belleville and former council member 
who has been serving on the planning 
commission, resigned his commission 


seat because he and his wife are moving 
to Milan. 

At Monday’s meeting of the Belleville 
City Council, 


Mayor Kerreen Conley 
appointed Randy Priest 
to fill Fitch’s seat on the 
planning commission 
and the council 
unanimously approved 
the appointment. 

“I am proud and 
honored to have 
been of service to the 
community as a council 
person,” said Fitch in a 
farewell speech. He said he became active 
with the city around the time Kerreen 
Gellart (now Conley) was hired as city 
manager and Hal Berriman became police 
chief in 1995. 

“I recently took a seat on the planning 
commission because of medical marijuana 
wanting to be set up in a house on my 
corner,” Fitch said, adding he took it 
upon himself to scour the city from his 
house on Second Street -- where he had 
lived for 50 years -- to the lake to pass out 
information. 

The parcel was not properly zoned for a 
medical marijuana facility, so that project 
did not go forward. Fitch recalled all the 
people crowding into the council chambers 
when the subject was discussed. 

Fitch, a retired teacher, said he served on 
the fire department with current Mayor Pro 
Tem Jack Loria. He also said he got to know 
the newly appointed Councilman Jesse 
Marcotte at the planning commission. 

“I can leave the city knowing it’s still in 
good hands,” Fitch said. 

Priest, who will fill Fitch’s seat on the 
planning commission starting with the 
Dec. 8 meeting, had applied for the vacant 
seat on the city council and had been 
interviewed by the council on Nov. 15. 

Priest has lived in the city for 16 years 
and is a retired math teacher. He said he is 
always volunteering. He goes to a church 
downtown next to Comerica Park and has 
worked with sound equipment for First 
United Methodist Church in Detroit. For 
a recent event, television channels 4 and 7 
plugged into his equipment. 

He has been on the city’s Board of Review 
and serves on the finance committee at his 
church. 

Mayor Conley said with this appointment 
the planning commission is fully staffed

again. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved annual permits with Wayne 
County for special events, pavement 
restoration and maintenance; 

e Heard City Manager Diana Kollmeyer 
announce that the city is still working on 
numbers for proposed special assessment 
districts for the upgrading of city streets. 
Mayor Conley had wanted to have another 
public meeting on the street project before 
the end of the year; 

e Discussed an ordinance to repeal 
ordinance 88-255 and replace it with a 
new Special Events Ordinance that was 
prepared by Councilman Tom Fielder, 
with input from Councilman Tom Smith, 
City Manager Diana Kollmeyer, and Kim 
Tindall. Suggestions from Monday’s 
discussion will be put in the ordinance and 
it will be discussed again before a public 
hearing is set, possibly for Jan. 3. Mayor 
Conley said had this new ordinance been 
in effect, Santa flying into the high school 
before the parade on Saturday never 
would have happened. The Chamber of 
Commerce did not alert the city manager 
or police and fire departments in advance 
and they knew nothing about it. Also, the 
air cannon shooting out candy and T-shirts 
in the parade shouldn’t have happened, 
since you can’t “throw candy,” the mayor 
said, noting that is a long-standing rule. 
Fire Chief Brian Loranger confessed it 
was the fire department that used the 
air cannon. “You can’t do that, Brian,” 
Mayor Conley said. Chief Loranger said 
they learned you can’t use Hersey kisses 
in an air cannon since, “the foil just flies 
off.” A requirement for posting a deposit 
for clean up of city streets/sidewalks after 
an event will be added to the ordinance. 
Kelly Bates pointed out that Main Street 
was littered after the fireworks on Saturday 
and the sponsors should be responsible for 
clean up. Kim Tindall said the Strawberry 
Festival gets the streets swept on Monday 
at a cost to the taxpayers. “It’s not fair to 
taxpaying residents,” she said. “We can’t 
pick up leaves, but pay our guys to pick up 
the chamber’s mess”; 

e Approved accounts payable 
of $129,062.90 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
to Atchinson Ford, $34,165 for the DPW 
truck from various departments; to Konica 
Minolta, $4,904 for a copier for the police 
chief’s office and $4,857 for a copier for 
the upstairs police office; to Miss Dig 
System, $848.94 for annual membership 
and maintenance fees from general fund / 
water department; and to Election Source, 
$726.75 for voting equipment tests from

the general fund/clerk budget; 

e Heard DPW Director Rick Rutherford 
say they are trying to get the word out that 
there will be a dumpster in the DPW yard 
until Dec. 16 where people can bring their 
leaves. The city will look into how much it 
will cost to extend Republic Waste’s yard 
waste pickup next year. Also, the city is 
looking for people or groups to pick up 
bags of leaves at the curb for the elderly 


and disabled; and 

e Went into closed-door session to discuss 
pending union negotiations and later went 
back into public session only to adjourn.

VBT Board OKs 
2017 budget, 4-3 


This is going to be a very interesting four 
years in Van Buren Township. 

At Tuesday’s regular meeting, the new 
VBT board of trustees voted 5-2 (Frazier 
and Miller against) to approve the 2016 
amended budget and 4-3 to approve the 
proposed 2017 budget. 

New Trustees Sherry Frazier and Paul 
White, plus reelected Trustee Reggie Miller 
were the dissenters on the 2017 budget. 

Trustee Frazier opposed the $3,500 raise 
for Clerk Wright who wanted “parity” 
with Treasurer Budd. He had worked eight 
years and Budd 25 years. Their longevity 
pay (before longevity was cancelled) was 
rolled into their salaries a few years back 
and the 3% raises are on top of that. 

Frazier was critical of all the salaries 
adjusted upward beyond the 3%. And, she 
questioned where the 3% for all salaried 
personnel came from with the Visteon 
bond costs pending and unfunded health 
care liability. 

Trustee Miller was concerned about the 
raises above the 3% given to the planning 
and economic director and his deputy as 
unfair to other hard-working employees. 

Trustee White, former VBT supervisor, 
voted no on the new budget because it 
is $4.875 million over revenue and is 
balanced by using all the landfill tipping 
fees for the year plus $617,970 from the 
fund balance. 

The meeting was boisterous, but Sup. 
McNamara kept it in order. Hold on to your 
hats. There’s more to come.

A 20-year extension for Fermi 2’s 
operating license was put on hold last week 
because an activist group has convinced the 
U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission to 
take a closer look at how potassium iodide 
pills would be distributed to area residents 
if the plant ever has a major release of 
radioactive steam, according to reports in 
daily papers in Michigan and Ohio. 

Those residents living within the 10- 
mile emergency planning zone around the 
plant would get the highest priority — that 
includes the Belleville area. 

The NRC originally planned to extend 
the plant’s license, but it called a timeout 
because of a last-minute legal contention 
raised by Citizens’ Resistance at Fermi 2, 
or CRAFT. 

CRAFT is the group that has been sending 
letters and updates to the Independent on 
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Van Buren Township Police Officer Ryan 
Bidwell announced that his department’s 
“Shop with a Hero” was to be Dec. 5 at 
Meijer and at 6:30 p.m. Dec. 13 at Walmart. 
This is when police officers and fire fighters 
take children shopping for Christmas gifts 
with lots of donations from the officers and 
the stores involved. 

A federal judge ordered the hand recount 
of ballots for President in the state of 
Michigan to begin at noon on Monday. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Clerk 
Joanne Montgomery said all the ballots 
in Wayne County will be counted by the 
county at Cobo Hall. She said the county 
was organizing on Monday and all the 
municipalities were told to get their bags of 
ballots to Cobo Hall on Tuesday morning 
at 8 a.m. The count was to begin at 9 a.m. 

The judge decreed counting days of 
11 hours each until the job is done.

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Sumpter board honors fire dept. service of Donald LaPorte, Jr.

At its regular meeting on Nov. 22, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
honored fire fighter Donald LaPorte, Jr., 
who was resigning to move out of the 
township. 

He said he has bought his first house 
in Livonia after being hired by the City 
of Farmington as a public safety officer, 
certified in police, fire, and EMT services. 

He said he patrols in a SUV in his police 
uniform, with his fire gear and EMT 
equipment in the rear. If he arrives at a fire, 
he said he takes off his bullet-proof vest 
and dons his fire department turnout gear 
and fights the fire. 

“It’s a blast,” he reported. 

LaPorte’s father, Donald LaPorte, Sr., 
is a Sumpter fire fighter and an elected 
township trustee. 

LaPorte, Jr. said his father got him 
involved in the Sumpter fire department 
five or six years ago. 

Trustee LaPorte said he was very proud 


of his son who went on 30 calls a month. 
He said his son showed a lot of dedication 
and devoted a lot of time to the fire 
department. 

Trustee LaPorte invited people of the 
community to come forward and apply to 
be paid-per-call fire fighters. 

“It’s very, very rewarding,” Trustee 
LaPorte said, adding, for example, he was 
able to come home earlier that day and tell 
his wife, “I just saved a boy’s life.” 

Township Supervisor John Morgan 
presented LaPorte, Jr. with a plaque 
honoring six years of service and the 
Michigan Association of Fire Fighters 
union local gave him another plaque. Fire 
Chief Joseph Januszyk said LaPorte, Jr. 
could take the shield with his number off 
his helmet to keep, if he wanted to. 

The township board accepted his 
resignation, with regret.
